CHAIRMAN SAYS BILL GIVES B.

Committee Will Offer Amendments— 
Coroner’s Jury Verdict Now Is

At a meeting held Friday night the com- 
mittee on railroads of the House of 
Delegates decided to report unfavorably 
the fender bill which passed the Council 
more than three weeks ago. 

In explanation of this report, which will 
be submitted to the House next Tuesday 
night, members of the committee assert 
that tne measure gives the Board of Public 
Improvement too much power with regard 
to the selectior of fenders. 

Since Aug. 1 the House has been delib- 
erating on this bill. 

Delegate Howard, who is chairman of the 
railroad committee, says it had been impos- 
sible to get the committee members to- 
gether and for this reason action on the 
bill was delayed, 

“It is the sentiment of the members of 
the committee that this bill gives alto- 
gether too much authority to the Board of 
Public Improvements,” said Mr. Howard. 

*“‘Now, wo believe that in selecting or ap- 
proving the fenders to be used the Board of 
Public Improvements has not shown that 
any of them are of particular value so far 
as saving life is concerned.

Chief Kiely Tells Why “Bad 
Jack” Is Free. 


NO ARRESTS WILL BE MADE 


VICTIM MUST DO ALL THE 
PROSECUTING. 


Chief Says Graham Deserted Gang and 
That Police Are Not Concerned 
With Its Attempt to Punish 
Him, 


Chief of Police Kiely gave an entirely 
new reason Saturday morning why the po- 
lice have not arrested “Bad Jack’’ Will- 
iams and “Dutch Louie”’ Fingerling, who 
have been identified by Joseph Graham as 
the men who shot at him at Twenty-first 
street and Washington avenue Wednesday 
evening. 

He says Graham was formerly a mem- 
ber of the gang which shot him, that he 
had proven himself a traitor to it, and that 
it had attempted to put him out of the 
way. 

The chief states that if there shall be 
any prosecution it will be instituted by 
Graham. 

Desk Sergeant Odlum of the Central dis- 
trict police station was asked Saturday 
morning if Williams and Fingerling had 
been arrested during the night. 

“There have been no arrests in this 
case,’’ said Sergt. Odlum. ‘‘An order has 
been issued not to arrest Williams and 
Fingerling on this charge. There is no such 
entry on our books, but Sergt. Fox, whom 
I relieved, told me thts when I took charge 
here last night.’’ 

Chief of Police Kiely was seen later. 

“Chief, has an order been issued not to 
arrest Williams and Fin erling on the 
charge of shooting Joseph Graham?’ he 
was asked. 

‘‘There has been no order issued to either 
arrest them or not arrest them,’’ replied 
the chief. 

“Then who was responsible | for the state- 
ments your sergeants made?’ 

‘IT don't know,’’ replied Chief Kiely. 

“Has any effort been made to arrest 
Williams and Fingerling?”’

“Do you intend to ignore the report made 
by Assistant Chief of Detectives Smith 
and Capt. Reynolds, in which — state 
that Graham said that the reason he par- 
tially receded from his first identification 
was that he feared further violence?’ 

“They made such a report and I shall 
not act on it. I don't oubt but that 
Graham was ‘fixed’ by the ‘gang.’ I know 
this gene well, and I know that they have 
‘fixe things before. But I know that 
Graham was a member of this gang ard 
that he fell out with them, and this is 
the cause of the wuble. 

“If Graham h five men with him the 
shooting might have been on the other 
side. Now, if Graham wants to prosecute, 
he may do it. But I am done with it. 1 
shall stand by Chief Gillaspy’s report.”’ 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
said that he would take a hand in the Gra- 
ham shooting case in a event that the 
police fafied in their du 

“Tf Assistant Chief Smith will tell what 
he is reported as having told Chief Kiely. 
I will issue the warrant and swear to the 
information myself,’’ said Mr. Johnson. 

‘‘A crime has been committed and it shall 
not go unpunished. I know that Mr. Smith 
and Capt. Reynolds will not come before 
me voluntarily, for they would be accused 
of insubordination by Chief Kiely. How- 
ever, | can summon them to come.”

MR. BARTHOLDT’S FINDINGS 


DELEGATIONS FROM 8sT. LOUIS 
SHOULD GO AS STRAIGHT 
AMERICANS. 


Germany’s Ruler and Germans Gen- 
erally Do Not Believe in Honoring 
Those Who Left the 
Fatherland. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 23.—The 
Hon. Richard Bartholdt of St. Louis, who 
represents the Tenth District of Missouri In 
Congress, returned from Europe a day or 
two ago and is now spending a couple of 
weeks at the Hotel Adolphus here with his 
wife. 

Congressman Bartholdt was asked today 
to define Emperor Willlam’s attitude to- 
ward German-Americans and its effect on 
the World's Fair at St. Louis in 1903. The 
Congressman sald: 

“Some time ago I made the proposition 
that not only the foreign governments and 
nations, but also the crowned heads of 
Europe, be invited to attend the St. Louls 
World's Fair. My idea was that the invita- 
tions should be presented to the latter on 
behalf of President McKinley by delega- 
tions of prominent citizens of our country. 
German-Americans to go to Berlin, Anglo- 
Americans to London, Austrian-Americans 
to Vienna, and so on. My recent visit in 
Berlin has satisfied me, however, that such 
a delegation would not be received by Em- 
peror William if they style themselves Ger- 
man-Americans; in fact, a statement to 
that effect was positively and authorita- 
tively made to me at the American Em- 
basey at Berlin. 

‘Ic means that Emperor William does not 
recognize German-Americans, that is all. 
He would receive a delegation composed of 
German-born American citizens as Ameri- 
cans, but not as German-Americans, evi- 
dently proceeding upon the theory that 
there is no valid reason why he should hon- 
or those who left the country being gov- 
erned by him 

“There will be those who will doubt this 
statement as to the attitude of the German 
ruler, but I can assure them that it is gos- 
pel truth. It is the spirit of official Ger- 
many generally which confronts American- 
Germans visiting the old country in a hun- 
dred different forms. Just ask them upon 
their return or ask our consuls in r- 
many.

Tuition Fee at Parochial 
School Abolished. 


FATHER DEMPSEY’S AMBITION 


IF PARENTS ARE UNABLE TO PAY, 
BOOKS WILL BE FREE. 


Fifteen Nationalities Are Represented 
in the Parish, and the Finances 
of the Parishioners as a 
Rule Are Low. 


Six hundred children will receive free in- 
struction the coming year at St. Patrick's 
School, Sixth and Biddle streets. 

Except where the parent is well able to 
pay, no charge will be made for books. 

This innovation is planned by Father 
Timothy F. Dempsey, rector of St. Pat- 
tick’s Church. 

In all the parochial schools of St. Louls 
a tuition fee is exacted. 

Father Dempsey velieves that enough 
money can be secured from generously ais- 
posed persons to defray the expenses of his 
school. 

‘“‘We have eight teachers,’ said Father 
Dempsey, to the Post- Biaeatoh “who be- 
long to the order of the Sisters of St. Jo- 
sep Their compensation is very small, 
and, ‘in fact, Just about covers their actual 
living expenses. 

‘“‘Heating and lighting, though, constitute 
quite an item, but when the educational 
benefits of the free schoo! system are taken 
into consideration the cost of conductin® 
the school is only a trifle. 

“In St. Patrick's Parish are representa- 
tives of 15 nationalities. All of them want 
to send their children to our school, but 
many are unable to do so because they can- 
not afford the small fee charged. 

‘Now, while it is also customary in the 
Catholic schools to educate free of charge 
those children whose parents are in needy 
circumstances, there is a certain pride the 
parent must overcome, and it often ends In 
the sending of the child to some other 
school. 

“While religious Instruction is one of the 
principal features of the Catholic parochia! 
schovi, vet children of any denomination 
are welcome and they would not be obliged 
to take part in any catechism classes. 


Many Non- 

Catholics Attend. 

“We had many non-Catholics atttending 
the school last year and we look for a 


much larger number this year. 

‘Frum present indications we will have 
600 children on the rolls. 

“St. Patrick's Parish is not rich in 
finances, but our people have big hearts, 
and they give generous y when occasion re- 
quires, I have assurances from many phil- 
anthropic gentlemen that they will give sub. 
stantial aid to our school.’ 

St. Patrick's Parish is bounded on the 
west by Tenth street and extends eastward 
to the river, running north as far as Cass 
avenue and south to Washington avenue. 
It ranks among the oldest in St. Louis. 

For many years the parish was equipped 
with a school building large enough to ac- 
commodate 1500 pupils. This structure was 
bullt at a cost of over $100,000 and was sold 
several years ago to the St. Louis School 
Board. It is situated on Seventh street be- 
tween Carr and Biddle, and is known as the 
“Shiells Public School.” 

The new building was erected soon after 
the old one was sold. 

When Father Dempsey took charge ot 
St. Patrick’s Parish two years ago the 
school attendance was 300. In his congre- 
gation were twice that number of fami- 
lies. Many of their children, Father Demp- 
sey found, were going to the public schools. 
He inquired the reason. When told, he 
would say: 

“IT hope some day to have a free school, 
when money and education will be sepa- 
rated.’

SECRETARY OF STATE COOK'S JUGGLING. 


Secretary of State Cook has taken up the arduous task of 
defending the action of the State Board of Equalization in 
assessing the property of franchise-holding corporations at 
33 1-3 per cent urder the law, which requires the board to as- 
sess as the franchise value all the remainder of the property 
after deducting the assessment of their tangible property. Mr. 
Cook addresses his remarks to “‘the newspaper” which has 
protested against the board’s action. That newspaper, of 
course, ig the Post-Dispatch 

Mr. Cook does not say that the board complied with the 

law, or that it assessed the franchise values in the state. He 
contents himself with asserting that the board has increased 
the assessment and has actually assessed the franchise-hold- 
ing corporations for more than their tangible property is 
worth. He submits no figures to prove the truth of his asser- 
tion, He lets it go as an assertion and juggles with irrel- 
evant figures. 
In the matter of the discrimination between the ordinary 
taxpayers of St. Louis, the home owners and small property 
owners, he admits that real estate in St. Louis is taxed at 
about 70 per cent of its actual value, but denies that personal 
property is. He says: 

The newspaper in question asserts and reasserts that 
real estate and personal property in St. Louis is as- 
sessed at 70 ner cent of its actual value, while the 
street railroads are assessed at 331-3 per cent. No one 
knows better than the paper referred to that the state- 
ment is not true. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch of last Sunday was a state- 
ment from Mr. Cook explaining and defending the work of the 
board, in which he says: 

Because the local assessor sees fit, for instance in St. 
Louis, to raise assessments to 70 per cent on real and 
personal property, is no reason why the state board 
should depart from the uniform rate of taxation 
throughout the state. 

If there was misrepresentation in the statement of the Post- 
Vspatch, who was the author of it? The Post-Dispatch’s 
statement was based upon the statement of Mr. Cook him- 
elf. 

But as a matter of fact Mr. Cook knows that personal prop- 
erty in St. Louis is taxed at its full value, that is, all of the 
personal property of the existence of which the assessor 
knows. 

But Mr. Cook tries to justify the assessment on the mile- 
age basis. He says: F 

The State Board of Equalization, against which this 
afternoon paper rails, assessed the street railways of 
St. Louis at more per mile than the actual cost of con- 
struction and equipment and then added a franchise 
value of $22,000 per mile, making a total assessment of 
$44,000 per mile. 

What has the value per mile to do with the case? It is 
misleading to place on the mileage basis all the property of 
the St. Louis street railways, such as power houses, cars, 
wires, sheds, etc., but that is of no moment. The real ques- 
tion is, what is the value of the property” 

Now, the State Board of Equalization has valued the prop- 
erty at $49,000,000, but it has assessed it at only one-third of 
this amount, or $16,500,000. 

If $8,250,000 represents, as the board claims, the total val- 
ue of the tangible property the franchise is worth, according 
to the board’s own estimate, $40,750,000. Now the $8,250,000 
charged to the franchise value of the United Railways Co.’s 
property is only one-fifth, or 20 per cent, of the value placed 
upon the franchises by the board. 

The $8,250,000 charged as franchise value in the assessment 
of the St. Louis street railway monopoly is only one-eleventh 
of the capitalization of the property. 

All the juggling of figures of even so accomplished a juggler 
as Secretary of State Cook will not dupe the people of Mis- 
souri into the belief that the State Board of Equalization 
has obeyed the franchise tax law, or assessed the property of 
franchise-owning corporations on a just basis, or, in fact, 
within $200,000,000 of a just amount. It does not deceive Mr. 
Cook. It merely reflects upon his good sense and official sin- 


cerity.

NO EFFORT MADE TO CALL OTHER 
UNIONS TO AID STEEL WORKERS. 


President Shaffer Still Insists That He 
Has Several Surprises in Store for 
the Steel Magnates. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. %4.—The closing of the 
sixth week of the great steel strike finds 
the controversy apparently as far from set- 
tlement as it was on the 18th of July, 
when the joint conference of the manufac- 
turers and workers disagreed, and Presi- 
dent Shaffer of the Almalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, made 
his first order calling out the employes of 
the sheet steel and steel] hoop companies. 
After 43 days both sides maintain the same 
firm front, and the contest which has been 
waged bitterly, with varying success, gives 
promise of continuing for an indefinite 
period. 

Yesterday’s conference of labor leaders 
to devise means for bringing about a set- 
tlement was devoid of results, and it rests 
with the conferees as indivduals to seek 
another conference for the Amalgamated 
Aséociation with the United States Steel 
Corporation executives or to arrange for 
arbitrating the differences. According to 
the statement of the participants no men- 
tion was made of the miners or other trades 


taking sympathetic action. In short, the 
meeting made no effort to extend the strike 
to affiliated trades. 
When seen this morning President Shaf- 
fer expressed himseif as well satisfied with 
the situation up to the present time. He 
reiterated his tormer statements that the 
association stiil had several .-surprises in 
store for the manufacturers, but he re- 
fused to give any information as to what 
they were.

BREWERS’ LOCKOUT COMING 


September 1 Set to Begin Fight 
Against the National Union Brew- 
ery Workmen. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—A circular has 
been issued by the National Association of 
Brewers, making the announcement of the 
commencement of war to the knife on the 
National Union of Brewery Workmen, com- 
mencing Sept. 1. The brewers ask owners 
to assist them in bringing first a general 
movement against the unions of brewery 
workinen, second, to bring pressure to bear 
on the government to withdraw the new 
tax on beer and, third, to raise the price of 
peer, with the assistance of the state or- 
ganizations of brewery owners, The circu- 
lar concludes with the announcement: ‘‘We 
will take action Sept. 1." On the other 
hand, the workmen. have sent out an ap- 
peal asking their members to stand to- 
gether. It is estimated that 20,000 men 
will be locked out.

SCANS THE SEA FOR SWIMMERS 
IN DISTRESS. 


He Receives for This a Wage of Two 
Dollars Per Day, Though His 
Income is $30,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—If you had an in- 
come said to approximate $30,000 per year 
and were one of five heirs to an estate 
valued at $6,000,000, would you work for $2 
a day? 

This 48 precisely what Harvey H. Allison 
je Going every day, and he is working hard, 
too. Instead of going off to the mountains 
or seaside and playing golf and polo, Alli- 
son goes down to Brighton Beach every 
morning, puts on a bathing oe ate into a 
big flat bottom row boat, pudhes it off 
twenty-five or fifty yards from shore, then 
anchors and stays there all day and saves 
bathers from drowning. 

This is Allison's second year as a life 
; suard. During his career as a life saver 
he has rescued more than a hundred per- 
sons. A few weeks ago, when the surf 
was high and the treacherous undertow 
was unusually strong, Allison pulled out 
ten women in one afternoon and evening. 

In the winter months Mr. Allison spends 
his time much as other men do. He goes 
to Florida, where he hunts and fishes, 
seers: Sole and lives a life of ease and 

reedom. But he gets fat in winter and 
doesn't like this surplus avoirdupois, so he 
comes north in summer to get rid of it. 
He has just turned his 25th vear and comes 
from one of the oldest and most aristo- 
cratic Quaker families. His father, who 
died some time ago, was J. W. Allison, 
_ head of the famous Allison Car Building 
Co. This winter he will go south again, 
and probably disconnect himself from some 
of that princely income. 

“But,”’ he. says, “I don’t get half the 
enjoyment out of my money that I do in 
sitting out here in the hot sun in a life- 

t scanning the face of the sea watching 
for drowning people.”’

LEARN ENGLISH AT HARVARD. 


NOT FROM BOOKS, HOWEVER 


American Students Talked Soft Noth- 
ings That Now Prove to Be Seri- 
ous Somethings. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Fifty-four comels, 
vivacious Cuban girls are in New York on 
their way home to Cuba.
